Flelping ctiildren to Tell You How They Feel about Your Art Display 

It is hard for children to lell you how they feel about things. 
ItHs hard because they are not used to doing it. It is hard 
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because grown ups don't talk aboyt feelings. It Is important 
for children to learn to tell you how they ,feel. It is 
important because learning that art makes * someone feel dif- 
ferently about \aifferent things helps them to appreciate it. 
The f)irst step in helping , children to tell you how they fedl 
■about whateverj^ piece of art you, are showing them is to pick 
out all of the different parts' of the art work that they 
might have some, feeling about. They might havfe feeling, 
about the 'colors used or the story that the picture tells or 
the way the pictures are put together. Dark colors sometime, 
make people feel s-^d ; light colors sometimes make people feel 
light and gay. The^ story that the picture tel Is can remind ' 
' a child of something that happened to him or herr^^ ' What the 
child remembers will' be the feelings she has about the art 
work she sees. The next step is asking children some ques- 
tions about tho^^ parts of the art work that you bicked out 
tfTat will help them tell you how tbey feel. Remember, child-"^
